This is the divell which be- 

witcheth you,to thinke that you haue' nor enongh, when 

you have more than you neede. If you cannot chuſe but 

court riches, I will ſhewyou riches which you _ couet.

ſhop full,and his coffers full,and his puffe full ; yer his hart 
is not full, but laoke and empry,like the diſeaſe which we 
call che wolfe,that is alwayes eating, & yet keepes the bo- 
dic leane. The Ant doth eate the foode which ſhe findeth, 
theLion dothrefreſh himſelfe with theprey that hetaketh: 
but the couctous man lyeth by his money as a fick man fits 
by his meace,and hath.no powerto taſte it, but tolooke yp- 
on it;like the Prince to whom Eliſha ſaid, that hee ſhould ſee 
the Corne with bis eyes but none ſhould come within his mouth, 
Thus the couetous mi makes a foole ofhimſelfe; He couc- 


| teth to couet:he gathereth to gather:he laboreth co labor: 


hee careth to care:as though his office were, to fill acoffer 
full of angels, and then co diclike an Aﬀe, which carrieth 
treaſures on his backe al day,andat nightrthey are taken fro 
him,which did him no good bur loade him. How happie 
were ſome if they knewe not golde from lead? /f rhow be

' wiſe(ſayth Salomon ) thou ſbalt be. wiſe for thy ſole But hee 
which is cowetous,is couetous againfi himſelfe.For what a 
Plague isthis (vnleſſe one would kill himſelfe)for a man to 
ſpend all his life, in carking, and pining, and ſcraping, (as 
though he ſhould doe nothing bur gather in this world ,ro 
ſpend in the next)vnleſſe he be ſure that he ſhould come a- 
gaine whenhe is dead,to cate thoſe ſcraps which hee hath 
Sem with all chis ſlirre?Therefore couetouſnes may well 
e called Miſery,and the couctous Miſerable, for they are 
miſerable indeede. | 
Of chem which ſceme to be wiſe, there be no ſuch fooles 
in the world, as they which loue money better thanthem= 
{elues;bur this is the ivd gemet of God,that they which de- 
cciuc others, deceiuethemſelues,and live like Caine which Gen, 4.14. 
was avagabond vypon his owne land,fothey are beggarsin 
the mid{i of their wealth; for thovghthey haue ynderſtan- 
ding to know riches,and a minde to ſceke them,and wit to 
findethem, and policie to keepe them, and life to poſleſſe 
thern, yet they haveſuch a falſe ſight and bleere eye; that 
when thcirriches lic beforethem, they ſeeme pouerty, and 
he which hath nor halfe ſo much,ſecmeth richerthen they: 
Will you know-how this comesto paſſe? To ſhewthat the 
couctous men belong to hell,they are al like hellwhilechey 
live.Hell is neuex filled and they are neuer ſatisfied, but as 
the Horſe-leach ctyeth,giuc,giue,ſotheirheartscry,bring, 
bring:andthoughthe tempter ſhould ſay to him,as he ſaid 
to Chriſt, A/theſe [wil gine thee, yetal wil not content them re ane + 
no morethan heguen contetited him.Buras the glutcon-in; He 4+ 
hell deſired a drop of water,and yet ariver would not fatiſ-: Luh.16.24- 
fichim;for if s drop had been graunred him,he would haue 
defired a drop:more, and a drop to thar; ſo theywill lie and 
ſweare,and deceiuefor adrop of riches.

A prentiſe is bound bur for nine yeares, and then hee is 

free, but ifthe couerous men might live longer than derhne 

ſeelah,yer they would never be treemen, bur preatiſes tothe 

world,while they haue a foote out of the grauc. 


Ie is a wonder to ſee:as the diuell compaſſerh about, ſee- | 


king whom he may deuoure,ſo men compaſleth abour, ſee- 
king what they may deuoure, ſuch loue is berwen men and 
money,that they which profeſle good wil vmto it with their 
harts,will not take ſo much paines for their life, as they rake 
for gaine. Therefore no maruell, if they haue no leiſure to 
ſanctifie themſelues, which haue no leiſure to refreſh them- 
ſelues.Chrift knew what hee ſpake when he ſaid : Vo mar 
can ſerue two maſters(meaning God, and the world)becauſe 
each would haucall. As the Angell andthe Diuell firoue for 
the body of CHoſesr,not who ſhould haue a part, but who 
ſhould haue the whole:ſo theyfiriue il for our ſoules, who 
ſhall haue all. Therefore the Apoſtle ſaytht, The loxe of 2bis 
world is enmity to God.Signifying ſuch emulation berweene 
theſe two,that God cannot abidethe world ſhould hauc a 


parr,and the world cannor abide that God ſhould haue a' 


part. Therefore the loue ofthe world mutneeds be enmity 
to God,and therfore the louers ofthe world muſt needs be 
enemies to God:and ſo,no couctous man is Gods ſeruant, 
but Gods enemy. for this cauſe couetouſnes in called Ido- 
latry,which is the moſt contrary finne to God , becauſe, as 
treaſon ſets vp another kinge in the kings place, ſo idolatry 
ſers vp anotber god in Gods place. 

This word doth ſignify that the couetous make ſo much 
of money,that they cuen worſhip it in their harts, & would 
doe as much for it,as the Idolaters doe for their Idols. Paul 
ſecing ſuch ſins committed, and ſuch paines taken for gain, 
thoughe with himſelf, if they could be perſwaded,thatGod- 
lines 15 gaine,it is like that they would =. a as much pains for 


_ Godlineſſe, as they take for Gaine. Therefore hee taketh 
ypon hin to prooue this ſtrange Paradox, that godlineſle

Now, becauſe contentation is of ſuch a nature, that it can 
pleaſe it ſelf with pouerty,as well asriches, therefore it is 
called the great gaize:as though it had all, which it wanted. 
And this contentment (faith Pa#/) we owe to godlires, be- 
cauſc it is not poſſible for a wicked man to be contered; fog 
as he is not ſatisfied with fin,ſo is he ſatisfied with nothing. 
Riches come,and yetthe man is not pleaſed:liberty comes, 
and yetthe man is not pleaſed : pleaſure comes,and yetthe 
man is not pleaſed:yntill God come,and then he ſaith, JL; 
Cup % full. Shew vs thy Father (aith Philep) and it boficeth, 
Nay,ſhew vs thy truth and it ſufficeth. Now my ſonle(ſaith 
the churle) rake thy reſt: nay,now my ſoule take thy reft;for 
thou haſt laid vp for many yeres.The godly ma hath found 
that which all che world doth ſeeke, that i enongh. Every 
word may be defined,8& euery thing may be meaſured,but 
ezough cannot be meaſured nor defined, it changeth euery 
yere: whe we had nothing,wethought ite-oughyif we might 
obtaine leſſe than wee haue:when wee came-to more, wee 


thought of another exowgh:now we hauc more,we dreame 


of another enongh;lo enough is al waics to come,though too 
much be there already. For as oyle kindleth the fire which 
it ſeemes to quench, ſo riches come as though they would 
make a man conteted,and make him more couetous. Ther- 
fore ſeeing contentation was neuer found in riches, rhe A- 
poſele Ms to ſeek it ingodlines,ſaying,Godlines is richesas 
though itdid,not only make a man contented, but make a 
man conteated with it ſelfe.He ſpeakes as though hee had 
found a new kind of riches, which the world never thoughr 
of,that are of fuch a nature, that they will ſatisfie a man like 
the water thatChrift ſpake of, he that drmkes of the water ſnal 
thirſt no more: ſo they that taſte of theſe riches,ſhal couet no 
more: bur as the holy Ghoſt filled all the houſe, ſo the grace 
and peace and ioy,of the holy Ghoſt filleth all the hart;thae 
as /oſeph had no neede of c Aſtronomy, becaufe hee had the 
ſpiritof Propheſie;ſo he which hath contentation, hath lic- 
tle necde of riches:;he thinks not ofthe Philoſophers one, 
nor

nor they that thirſt after pleaſure, ſhall bee ſatisfied, bur 
thirſt 
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thirſt more,as the ambitious, voluptuous, and couetous do, 
but they that thirſt after righteouſnes, ſhall bee ſati:fied,albeit 
they hauec no riches, nor honour, nor pleaſure, If yec aske 
like the Virgine, How can this bee?

this man ſhould be happy one day. 

When the Churles barnes were full, hee bade his ſoule 
eakereft, thinking to gainereſt by couerouſneſle, that hee 
might ſay, Riches gaine reſt aſwell as Godlineſſe: but ſee ,,z,,, ,. 
whar happened:that night, when he began to take his reſt, 
riches,and reſt,and ſoule,and all,were taken from him. Did 
he not gaine faire?Would he haue taken ſuch paines, if hee 
had thoughe gfſuch ref? Couetouſneſle may gaine riches, 
but it cannot gaine reſt : yee may thinke like this chutle,to 
reſt, when your barnes, and ſhoppes, and coffers are full: 
bur yee ſhall finde it true which Eſay ſaith, there is 10 reſt E[ay.48.22, 
to the vngodly: therefore, the wiſe man, to prevent all hope 
of reſt,or honour,or profit by finne, ſpeakes asthough hee | 
hadtried, A man canner be eftabliſhed by iniquitie. Therefore © *05 
he cannot be quieted,nor ſatisfied by the gaine of deceit,or 
bribes,or lies,or vſurie,which is iniquitic : therefore bleſſed 
is the man whom Godlinefſe doth make rich, for when the - 
bleſſing of the Lord maketh rich, (ſaith Salomon ) he doth adde TOOL OURS 
»0 ſorrow to it: but ( ſaith he ) rhe renenewes of the wicked, ts 


trouble as though his money m—_ care: wherefore, let Pa- 
tron 
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tron, and Landlord, and Lawyer, and all, ſay-now, that 
Paul hath choſen the better riches, which thiefe, nor moath, 
nor canker,can corrupt : theſe arethe riches, atlaſt, that wee 
mult divell with, when all the reſt which wee hauelicd for, 
and ſworne for, and fretted for, and couſened for, and bro- 
ken our leepe for, and lolt many Sermonsfor, forſake vs, 
like ſeruants which change their maſters : then Godlineſſe 
ſhall ſceme as great gaine to vs as it didto Par, and hee 
which loued the world moſt, would giue all chat he hath for 
a dramme of faith, that he might bee ſure to goero heauen, 
when heis dead, though he went towards hell ſo long as he 
lived. . 

Here then is an anſwereto them which aske, hat profit

Either you goc away contented, or you goe away condem=- 
ned of your owne conſcience: before you were yexed with 
couctoulneſſe, but now the word ſhall yexe you too,for you 
ſhall never couer, norlie, nor deceiue hereafter; but a Ser- 
geant ſhall arreſt you ypon it,and ſome ſentence which you 
haue heard,ſhall gnaw you at the heart, with a memoranduns 
of hell, that yee ſhall wiſh, O that I could abandon this fin, 
or elſe, that I had neuer heard that warning,which makes it 
acorraſiue ynto me,before I can leaue it: if they which are 
greedy ftill,could ſec what peace and reft, and ioy,go home 
with them that are contented, though they may lay with 
Deter,Goldand /iluer hane I none, every man would bee a 
ſuiter to godlines, that he might haue the dowry of conten- 
tation,

I doe maruell that you give no more when you 
are at that poyntgtor /ud# ,when he died, returned al again : Mann 
ſo yee die, and thinke when yee are gone, that God will 
take this for a quittance: Bee not deceiued, for God dooth 
not looke vpon that which yee doe for feare, but ypon that 
which yee doefor louc;if yee can finde in your heart to doe 
good while you are in health,as Zachers did,the God hath £#4# 19 #. 
reſpeCt co your offering - but before God hearken how yee 
ive your riches,firſt hee examines how yee came by them: 
tor a man may be hanged for (tealing the money which hee 
gives to.the poore,becauſe,if hee ſhould count godlineſſe 
gaine,much more ſhould he care to gain by godly meanes. 
Thus you ce the fruites of -odlineds, and the fruites of co- 
uetouſneſſe, to ſtay Balaams polling for a bribe, andthe 
ſons of Zebeders ſuing for preferment,leaſt ſeeking for aſles 
they loſe a better kingdome than Sax/found. If you be co- , 5, 10.1, 
uetous,ye ſhall acuer hauc enough, although you have roo 
much;but when ye pray, Thy kingdome come, ye fhal wiſh,ny Luke.

were gathered together to heare him, the divell thoughe 
with himteife as the Prieſts and Saduces did in the fourth of 
the As; IfTlet him alone thus, all the world will follow 

him, and1I ſhall be ike Rache/,without children : therefore 
deuifing the likeſt policie to fruſtrate and di!grace bur one

Tobs wife his infirument, when hee could not fir it himſclfe: J0b 3-9 
fo hee ſendeth Chrifts M-rther, and putteth in the minde 

of his kinſemen, rocome vnto him at thar inſtant, when hee 

was in this holy <xerciſe, and call ypon him while hee was 
preaching, co come away,and goe with them, Chriſt ſee= _ 

B 3 ing , 
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mg the Serpents dealing, how hee made his Mother his 
Tempter, that all his Auditory might goe away empty,and 
fay where they came; Wee heard the man whichis called 
Icſus,and hee began to preach vnto vs, with ſuch wordes, 
as though hee would carry vs to heauen : butin the midſt 
of his Sermon,came his mother, and brethren to him, that ir 
might be knowne what a kinſeman they had: and fo foone 
as he heard thatthey were come, ſuddainely hee brake of 
his Sermon,and ſlipt away from vs, to goe and make mer- 
ry with chem, Chriti,I ſay, ſeeing this traine layd by Satan,

And many of theſe 
which ſeemed like brethren and titers, were htz betrayers,& 
accuſers,and perſecuteis : io inconftant we are in our zeale, 
more than in any thing elle. Thus much oft their comming 
and calling to Chriſi:no'y, to the doctrine which liethin its 
Heere bee two ſpeakers,one ſaith, Thy Mother, and thy 
Brethren are come toſpeakewith thee : | he other ſaith, Theſe 
are my Mother and Brethren, which heare the word of God, 
and doe it, The ſcope of the Euangelift is this ; Firſt, that 
Chrilt would nor hinder his docrine, for M ther, or Bre= 


thren,or any Kinſman ; Then, to ſhew that there is a nearer- 


coniunction betweeneChriſt and the faithful},then the mo- 
ther and the ſonne. The firſt is written for our comfort. 
Touching the firſt, hee which teacheth vs to honour our fa- 
ther and mother,dooth not teach ys heere to contemne fa- 
ther and mother, becauſc he ſpeakes of another Mother,for 
it is ſaide, that he as obedient to his Parents. This hee ſhe- 
werth,when being found in the Temple amongſt the Do- 
ors: hee left all, ro goe with his Mother, becauſe ſhee 
ſought him,ſfo he honoured her,that he left all for her, This 
hee thewed againe at his death, being vpon the crofle, hee 
was not ynmindfull of her:for pointing vato_/ohn, he faid: 
other behold thy Sonne: and poyming vnto her,hee ſayd: 
Beho/d thy I1ather :fo hee commended her to his beloued 
D:ſ{ciple before he died. Therefore, this is not a doctrine of 
diſobedience, but a rule how to obey, As hee tavghthis 
diſciples, to giue voto Ceſar, that whichis Ceſars, and to 
God,that which is Gods : ſo heeteacheth vs heere, to giue 
ynto parents, that which is parents, and to the Lord, that 
which is the Lords. When God ſayd, Honour thy father and 
thy mother, he did not giuea commaundernent againſt him- 
ſelfe-and therfore he ſaith, Hononrme,before he faith, honor 

them, 
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them, The firſt commaundement is, Honour Gol: the fifc 
commaundement is, Honour thy Parents, left youſhould 
honour your parents before God. When Sa/omon bade his 
Mother aske him any thing, hee {:gnificd that the Mother 
ſhould be obeyed in many things: but when he denied his 
Mother that one thing which ſhe asked,he ſheweth that the 
Mother ſhould not be obeyed in all things. When Chriſt 
fayd ; Tou have but one Father and one Maſter hee ſpeakes 
of Faith and Religion,ſhewing-thar when it concerneth our 
Faith anc Religion, we fhould reſpe& but one Father and 
one Maiſter, which is the giuer of our Faith, and the Maitter 
of our Religion. 
Whea Pau! ſayd, Children,obey your Parents in the Lord; FDÞ9-5.1. 

he meanes not,that we ſhould obey them againſithe Lord, 

As when he ſaith, Obey Princes for conſcience ſake, hee mea= quy,1z. 5. 
nethnor, that wee ſhould obey chem againſt conſcience.

| Therefore, when it commeth to this, thar the earthly father 


commaundeth one thing, and the heauenly father com< 
maundeth another thing - then, as Peteranſwered the Ru - 
lers,ſo mayeſt thou anſwer thy Parents, Whether is it merte 
to obey Godor you? Then theſe are the handes which thou 
mult cut off; then theſe arethecyes which thou muſt pull 
out;or elſe chey ſhould bee as mucin vnto thee, as thy hand, 
or thine cic, 

In Matthew 19. A man muſt forſake his fathcr and his 
mother, to dwell with his wife. In Luke the 16. Hee muſt 
forſake father and mother,and wife, to dwell with Chrif}- 
for, he hich for{aherh Father or Mother for me, ſhall receine 
more,{ayth ou: Sauiour. Nay, He which doth not hate father, Luke 14.26 
or mother or wife for me,cannot be my Diſciple. Shewing, that "TY 
our louc toward God ſhould be ſo great, that in reſpe& of 
it, our loue toward men ſhould bee but hatred, Thus hee 
w hich obeyed his Parents more than wee, yet would haue 
ſome rule, ſome ſcntence,fome example inScripture, ofnot 
obeying them too-becavſe it is ſuch a hard poyne, to know 
how farrethey aero be obeyed, which are ſet in authority

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As none but God ſpeaks alwaies right,ſo none but God 
muſt alwaics be obcyed: weeare not called onely the ſornes 
of men,but we are called rhe ſ9uwes of God.Therfore as Chriſt 
anſ\vered his Mother, when ſhe would haue him turne wa- 
ter into wine, woman what haxe {to dowith thee?fo we ſhould 
an{wer father and mother, and brethren and {ifters, and ru- 
lers and maifters,and wife too, when they will vs ro do that 
which is not meeie, What hane I to dowith you ? for to leaue 
doing good,and do euil, were not to turne water into wine, 
but to turne wine into water. Peter was not Satan, but 
when he tempted Chriſt like Sathan, Chriſt anſwered him 
as hee anſwered Sathan, Come behind mee Sathan :ſhewing, 
that wee ſhould giue no moreartention vnto father,or mos 
ther,or mailter,or wite, when they tempt vs co cuill,than we 
would giue ynto Sathan,if he ſhould temper vs himſelfe. 

Three things children receiue gf their parents, life,main- 
renance, and in(iruction. For theſe three thy owe other 
three: for life,they owe loue; for maintenance, they owe 0- 
bedience; for inſtruction , they owe reuerence ; For life, 
they muſt be loued as fathers; for maintenance, they muſt 
be obeyed as maiſters;for infiruction, thcy muſt bee reue- 
rencedas Tutors. But, as there is King of kings, which 
muſt be obeyed aboue kings, ſo there is a Father of fathers, 
which mult be obeyed ahoue fathers :therefore, ſomtimes 

'/0u mult anſwere like the fonne, when hee was bid goe into 
his fathers Vineyard, /we//gee: and ſometime you muſt an- 
{ivere as Chriſt anſwered, ! nt go about my Fathers buſines, 

When two milch kine did carry the Arke of the Lord 

to Zerhſhemeſh, their calues were ſhur vp at home, becauſe 


the kine ſhould noc ftay, when they heardrheir caluescrie' 


afrerthem: ſo, when thou goelt about the Lords buſineſle, 


thouſhalc hearea cry of thy ſather,andthy mothet,and thy 


brethren, nd rhy fiflers, and thy kinred, to Ray thee; but 
then thou mult chinke of another father, as Chriſt thought 
of 2nother Mother:and ſo as theſe kine went on til the Lord 
broughtthem where the Arke ſhould reli; ſo thou ſnalt 
g0e on, till the Lord bring thee where thou ſhale reft. Ir is 

berter 
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berterto flie from our friends,as Abraham did, than to Ray Gen.11,3.0 
with ſome friends,as Sampſor did with Dalla. 12.11, 

I may ſay, beware of kinſmen,as well as our Sauiour ſaid 7448+ 16-4-&c. 
beware of men. For this reſpect of couſonage made El; his 1.5am.4. 
ſons Prieſts:and this reſpect of couſonage hath made ma- 
ny like Priefts in England: This reſpe& of couſonage hath 
made Samuels ſonnes Tudges;and this reſpeCt of couſonage 
hath made many like Iudges in England : this reſpeC&t of 
couſonage brought T 9b:a5 into the Leuites chamber: and ve, 1 3.445, 
this reſpect of couſonage hath brought many gentlemen 
into Preachers liuings,which will not out againe : As Chriſt 
preferred his ſpirituall kinfinen, ſo wee preferre our earthly 
kinſmen. Many priuiledges, many offices, and many be- 
nefices,haue ſtooped rothis voyce;thy mother calleth thee, 
or thy kinſmen would haue thee. As this yoyce came to 
Chriſt, while he was labouring,ſo many ſuch voices come to 
vs while we ar#labouring. One ſaith, Pleaſure would ſpeak 
with you: another (aich, Profic would ſpeake with you: 
another ſaith, Eaſe would ſpeake with you: another faith,a 
Deanery would ſpeake with you:another ſaith, a Biſhoprick 
would ſpeake with you : another faith, the Court would 
ſpeake with you. . 

When a man is in a good way,and ſtudieth the Scripture 
to be a teacher in the church,a voycecommetrh to his care,as 
this came to Chriſis,and ſaith; Thy friends would haue thee 
udy the Law, for by Divinitie thou ſhalr attaine ro no pre- 
ferment, and thine owne flocke will vexe thee,or the Biſhop 

& willfiopthy mouth. This winde ſometime turneth [oras 
his ſailes from Niesyto Tarſhiſh, and makes him bury his 7ones.r. 
Talent. 
If he be a Divine already,& preach his conſcience,a voice 
cometh ynto him againe,as this did ro Chriſt, and ſaith, Thy 
friends would hauc thee to be quier,or there be Spies which 
do note what thou ſaift, or there be fellowes y lic in wait for 
thy liuing : ſo ſometimes with alicele intreaty,he begiuneth 
ro draw vp his hand, and lay his finger vpon his mouth, 


and preach peace, when he is ſent with warre, Thus we are 
cumn- 
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cumbred like our Maifter, before our Sermons, and in our 
Sermons, and after our Sermons z even of them ſomtime, 
which ſhould incourage vs:and therfore as Chritt faith, Be. 
ware of men,{o ſay I, Beware of kinſmen, 

So ſoone as the children be borne, their Parents bring 
then to the temple, and baptizethem, and offer them to 
God:but fo ſoone as they be able to ſerue him, they rempe 
them away fiom him, co Law, or Phyſick, or Marchandiſe, 
or Husbandary, and ha4cather they ſhould be of any Tribe, 
than of the Tribe of L-#i, which ſecueth in the Temple, He 
which will be hindred, ſhill have blocks enow : bur wee 
muſt learne to leape overall, as Chrilt leaped ouer this. If 
we ſhould leave Father and Mother, and Wife, and Children 
fer Chriſt, much lcfle ſhould we care for labour, or lofle, or 
ſhame or trouble, or diſpleaſure; for wee ſhould aduenture 
theſe for our friends. Thus much of his naturall kinred: 
now of his ſpiricuall kinred. 

Heere is another genealogy of Chriſt, which Matthew 
and Luke neuer ſpake of, As Chrilt ſayth; / haze another 
bread which you know not : lo he ſaith : I have other kinſmes 
which you know not, 

$.lohn writing to a Lady,which brought vp her children 
inthe ſcare of God, calleth her the ele Lady ſhewing,thar 
the chicfett honor of Ladies,and Lords,and Princes,is ro be 
elet of God. S.Luke ſpeaking of certaine Bereans, which 
received the word of God with loue,calleth them, more 19 
ble men than the reſt : (hewing,that God counteth none no- 
ble,but ſuch as are of a noble Spirit. As oh calleth none E<- 
let,but the vertuous;and Luke calleth none Noble, but the 
religious : ſo Chriſt calleth none his ki:ſman bur the righ- 
teous:and of thoſe onely hee faith, Theſe are my mother and 
»1y brethren which heare the word of God, and ds it. 

As Abrahams children are nor counted after the fleſh, 
bur afterthe ſpirit. So Chriftes kinred are not counted after 
the fleſh, bur after the Spirit; for the fl ſh was not made 
afrerthe Image of God, bur the ſpirir-: therefore God 1s nor 
called the Facaer of bodies, but the Father of ſpirics. Now 

God 
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God which is a Spirit, preferreth them that are kin' rohim! 
in the Spirice, Therefore Ea was not bleſſed, becauſe hee ,,,, . 
was of /ſaxks fleſh, bur Iacob was bleſſed; becauſe hewas te ® 
of /ſaaks ſpirit, As we loue inthefleſh, ſo'Ghrift loverh/ in 

the Spirit; therefore he callech none his k;»/-zen, but them 

which heare the word of God,and doe it, | 

Ic ſeemeth that Paw/thoughr of this ſaying, when as hee 
ſayd ,T Chriſt be formedin you:lf Chiift'be formed in' vs, G,14.4. 
as Paul ſaith, then we are Chrifts other: every one which 
will haue Chriſt his Saviour, mutt bee' Chrifls orhey. The 
Virgin asked the Angell how ſhe could beare Chriſt, ſeeing ſhe | yy, 1.24, 
bekin knowne a man, So you may aske how you can beare 
Chriſt,ſecing he is borne already, - 4741 

As there is a ſecond comming of Chriſt, ſo thereis x ſe- Matt.25, 
cond birth of Chriſt. When wee are borne againe; theri L«k.21. 
Chriſt is borne againe : the Virgin was his Mother by the 
fleſb, and the faithfull are his Mother bytheSpirit: The ho- 
lie Ghoſt conceiued himin her, the holpg'Choſt doth'con- 
cciue him in them -- he was in her wombe, andhe is in their 
harts : ſhee did beare him, and they- doe beare him; ſhe 
did nurſe him, and they doe nurſe him. This is the ſecond 
birth of Chrift. As the ſoule of man may bee called, the 
temple of the holy Ghoſt, which is the third-perſon, ſoirmay 
be called the wombe of the Sonne,which is the ſecond per-= 
ſon. x a; 

Before theſe words it is ſaid that Chriſt acked }Yhoare my 
brethren? as if he ſhould ſay, you thinke that Iam affeRed 
to my kin/2wen as you are : But I tell you, that I count them 
my kinſmen, which heare theword of God,and doe it;To ſhew 
that Chriſt louerh vs with an everlaſting loue : hee ſheweth 
that hee doth not loue vs for any temporall things, but for 
that which indureth for cuer. | 

If Chriſt loued vs as JinJound Eſan, for veniſon, then 
we might miſle the bleſſing as Eſas did. But as 7ohn ſaith, 
He loneth in the truth: ſo Chriſt toueth in the truth, To loue 
inthe truth, is the true love : Every loue but this , at one 
time or other, hath turned into hatred, bur the true loue 
oucr=-

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ouercommeth hatred , as the truth oucrcommeth falſe- 
hoode. | 

; Now forthis loue;Chriſts calls them by all the names of 
loue;his Father, and bis Brethren, and his Siſters. In Rom.6, 
they arc called his Seruants; ifthar be not enough, in 7947 
the fifteenth, they arc called bs friends;if that be nor enough 


in Lukethe foure and twentith, they are called bs brethreng 


If that be not enough,in AZarke the far(t, they are called þis 
Children; if that, bee notetough, heere they bee called his 
Mother; If that be not enovgn, in Canticlesthe fifth,they 
are called his ſpouſe:to ſhew that hee loueth them with all 
loues;the Mothers loue,the Brothers louc, the- Sitters loue, 
the Maifters loue,and the Friends lone. 

If all theſe Joues could be put togerher, yet Chriſtes loue 
exceedeth them all; and the Motnecr, and the Brother, and 
the ſiſter, and the child,and the kigſman,and the fricnd,and 
the ſcruane,woulgnerdoe and ſuffer ſo much among them 
all, as Chriſt hath dghe, and ſuffered for vs alone; Such a 
loue weekindle in Chriſt, when wee heare bis word, and doe 
zt; char wee areas deore ynto- him, as all his kindred toge- 
ther. 

Now as we are his Mother,ſo ſhould we carry him in our 
harts as his Mother did in her armes. As wee arc his bre- 
thren, ſo wee ſhauld preferre him, as /oſeph did Benitamiv. 
As we are his Spouſe, ſo we ſhould embrace him as {ſaack, 
did Rebecca; if thou be a kinſman, doc hike a kinſman. 

Now we come to the markes of theſe kinſmen, which I 
may call the armes of his houſe; As Chriſt ſaith, By this aff 
men ſhalknowmy Diſciples if they loze one another:1o he ſaith, 
by this ſhall all men know my kinſinen; if they heare the 
word of God,and doe its ;: q 

Asthereis a kindred by the Fathers fide,and a kindred by 
the Mothers {ide,ſo there is a kinred of Hearers , and a kin- 
red of doers. In AZatthew it is faid, He which heareth the 
will cf my Father,and doth it:here itis ſaid, He which heareth 
the r-brd of God, ani doth it;both are one: For his word is his 
will,and therefore it is called his wil, Pſalm. 19. 

As

As lie ſpakethere of doing,ſo hee ſpeakes here ofa 'cer- 


raine rule, which he calleth,;he word of God, whereby al mens 


workes mult be ſquared: for if I doe all the workes that I 
can, to ſarisfie anothers will,ormine owne will, it auayleth 
me nothing with God, becauſel doe tt not for God. There. 
fore he which alwaies before followed his owne will, when 
he was (trickets downe,& began torepent himſelfe he pre- as 
ſently cryed out, Lord,what wilt thou haue me todoe? As if he _— 
ſhould ſay, I will doe no more as men would have me,or as 
the diucll would haue me, oraccordinp as the fleſh would 
haue me, but aschou wouldelt haue mee. So Dzxidprayed, 
Teach me (O Lord) to doe thy will, not my will : for wenced 
not to.be taught to do our owne will, no more than a Cuc. 
koo ro fing cukcoo,her owne name. Euery man can goto 
hell without a guide. 
 Hereis the rule now, if you line by1ir, then. you arckin 
to Chriſt: as other kindreds goe by birth! and) marriage, fo 
this kindred goeth by faith and obedience. Kearers are bur 
halfe kin, as it were in a farre degree: bur they which heare 
and doc,are called his Mother, which is the neareſt kinred 
of 21, Therefore if you haue the deede,then are you kin.in- 
&cede; there is no promiſe made to heatrers,nor to-ſpeakers, 
nor toxeaders; bur all promiſes are made to belecuers,ot to 
doers. 

Ifyouaske God, who ſhall dwellin the holy Mountaine, 
hee faith, The mar which wal:eth wprightly:hcere are none "/alm.r 2, 
bur dooers: If you aske Chriſt, who 4hall enter imto the PO 
kingdome of Heaven, hee ſaith, Not they which cry Lord,” © "I 
Lord,(though they cry twice Lord) 6#t they which doe the 
will of my Father : here are none but dooers, If you aske 
him againe, how you may come to heauen? hee faith, 
Keepe the commaundements : heere are none but dooers * 
If you aske him againe,who arc bleſſed? hee ſaith, Bleſſed Luke 18, 
are they that here the word of God, and doe it : here are none 
bur doers. If you aske an Angell, who are bleſſed? hee Ren2a.7. 
ſaith, Blefſed are they which keepe the words of this Booke:

are bleſſed ?he ſaith, The man ts bleſſed which keepeth righte- 
ouſnes: here arenone but doers, If you aske Sa/omon, who 
are bleſſed? he ſaich, The man is bleſſed which keepeth the law: 
here are none but doers. If you aske Eſay, who are bleſſed? 
he faith, Hewhich doth this ts bleſſed: here are none bur do- 
ers. If you aske [ames,who are bleſſed ? he ſaith, The doer of 
the word ts bleſſed in his deede : here are none but doers. The 
blefling and _— run together. 

Leſt any man ſhould looketo be bleſſed without obedi- 
ence,Chriſt calleth Loue the greateſt commandemenr : bur 
Salomon calleth Obedence,the end of all: as though without 
Obedience,all were to no end. 

When Michahb had got a Levire into his houſe, Now 
(faith he) know the Loyd will be good wnto mee, ſeeing I hane 4 
Lenite in my houſe : So,many thinke,when they hauc gotten 
a Preacher into their pariſh; Now the Lord will bee good 
yato vs, now Chriſt will loue vs, now we are good ſons,ſee- 
ing we maintaine a Preacheramongſt vs. But Afrcah was 
not bleſſed for a Leuite,nor you fora Preacher ; but as you 
would haue ys docas weteach,ſo God would haue you doe 
as you heare; for you ſhall be no more ſaucd for hearing, 
than weare for ſpeaking. 

When God created the tree, he commanded it to brin 
foorth fruit : ſo, when hee createth faith, hee commander 
itto bring forth works,and therfore it is called a liuely faith, 
When our ſauiour would prooue himſclfe to obs, to bee 
the true Meſſas indeede, hee faid to his Diſciples, Tel! John 
what things you hae heard and ſcene: not onely heard, bur 
ſeenc ; So,if we will prooue our ſelues to bee Chriſts kinſ- 
men indeede,wee muſt worke that which may be ſcene, as 
well as heard. /oh was not onely called, rhe woyce of acrier, 
but 4 bring Lampe, which might be ſcene; ſo al which are 
crying yoyces, mult be burning Lampes. 

lames doth not ſay, Let me heare thy faith, but, Let me [ze 
thy faith. As the Angels put on the ſhape of men, that cA- 
bra11m might fee them:ſo faith muſt put on works, thar the 
world may {ce it, Thewerkes which {doe (ſaith Chriſt) beare 


witneſſe

witxes of me +ſothe worke which we doe,ſhould beare wit- 
nes'sf vs; Therefore Chriſtlinkerh faith and repentance co- 
oether, Repent and beleene the ns Mark.r.15. Therfore 
I conclude,That which Chriſt hat ioyned,let no man ſeparate. 
Marke.10.9. 

Thus I have ſhewed you Chrift preaching, a great preaſe 
heatmg,his friends and his kinſmen interrupcing,and Chriſt 
agine withſtanding the interruption. by this you may ſee, 
what a ſpirit the diuel hath to hinder one Sermon: therefore 
no maruellthough he cauſe ſo many to be pur to filence:no 
maruell, though he ftand fo againftalearned Miniftery : no 
maruell chough he raiſe vp ſuch flaunders ypon Preachers: 
no maruellcthough hee write ſo many bookes againſt rhe 
Chriſtian gauernement inthe Church:no maruel,though he 
make ſo many non-reſidents:no maruell though he ordaine 
ſo many dumbePrieſts : for theſe make him the God of 
this world. The diuell is afraid that one Sermon will *con- 
uertvs,and wee arenot moued with twentie: fo the divell 
thinketh better of vs than we are. | 

Agpaine, by this you may learne how to withſtand temp- 
ratiqns: whether ir bee thy Father which tempreth, or thy 
mother which temptech,or hy brother which tempteth, or 
thy ſiſterwhich tempteth,or thy Kinſman which rempteth, 
or Ruler which tempteth, or Maiſfter which tempceth, or 
wife which tempteth. As Chriſt would not know his worther 
againſt his Father: ſo thou ſhouldeſt not know any father or 
mother,or brother, or (iter, or friende, or kinſman,or mai« 
Kes,or child,or wife againſ{ God. 

Ifthe Mothers ſuite my be refuſed ſometime, a Noble- 
mans Letter may bee refuſed too: hee that can turne his 
hinderance to a furtherance as our Sauiour did here, maketh 
© vſe of euery thing. Againe,by this you may learne, how 
to chuſe your friendes, as Chrift counted none his kinſe- 
men,but ſuch as heare the word of GOD, and doe it : fo 
wee ſhould make none our familiars, but ſuch as Chriſt 
counteth his kinſemen. Againe, you may ſee the difference 
berweene Chrilt and the world : Chriſt calleth the —_

his kinſmen, bethey ncuer ſo poore,and wee ſcorne to call 
the poore our kinſmen, be they neuer ſo hone ; ſo proude 
isthe ſeruant aboue his Maiſter. Againe, by this you ſee 
how Chriftis to be. loued : for when hee calleth vs his Mo- 
ther, hee ſhewes vs the way to louc him as a Mother;for in- 
deede he is the inother of his mother, and his brethrea roo. 
Apaine,by this, all yauntiog and boaſting of kinred is cutte 
off Glory not,in that thou haſta Gentleman to thy Father, 
glory not,thar thou haſt a Knight to thy brother; bur glory, 
that thou haſi the Lord ro thy brother. He which called A- 
brahams his father,fried in hell, becauſc God was not his Fa- 
ther. If Afary might not be proud of ſuch a ſonneas Chriſt, 


much lcſſe may you bragge of any friend, or ſonnethat you 


haue. 

Againe,by this ye may know, whether you be kinneto 
Chritt: as thoſe Prieſts were ſhut our of the Temple which 
could not count their genealogie from Aaroy, lo they ſhall 
be ſhutte out of heauen, that cannot reckon their pedigree 
from Chriſt.
